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WhaL is claimed is: 

1. A recording sheet compri^ng: 

an ink-receiving layer c.apablp\af holding an ink; and 

an ink-permeable layer provided ork the surface of the 
ink-receiving layer and permeating the inV therethrough to 
transport the ink to the ink-receiving layer, 

wherein the ink-permeable layer comprises a surfactant 
having an WT.R value of 9 or less. 
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2. The recording sheet according to claim 1, wherein the

ink-permeable layer lurLher comprises a water-insoluble resin 
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3* The recording shp.p.r according to claim 2, wherein the 
water-insoluble resin is a polyester. 

4. The reeordinq sheet a^Ccordlnq to claim 1, wherein 
the ink-receiving layer farther comprises a cation 
group-containing compound. 



20 5. The recording sheet according to claim 2, wherein 

the Ink-receiving lay^r further comprises a cation 
group-containing compound. 



6. The recording sheet according to claim 3, wherein 
25 the ink-receiving/ layer further comprises a cation 
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qroup-containinq compound. 

7. Thft rftr.rsrdinV shP.Af arr.ording to claim A, wherein 
the cation group-cont^irxing compound is a cation 
group-containing resin . 

8. The recording sh^et according to claim 5, wherein 
the cation group-cpntaining compound is a cation 
group-containing r^&in. 



9. vie recording sheet according to claim 6, wherein 
the cafclon group-containing compound is a cation 
grrtiijy/r.nnrai ni r»g resin .

e ixik-receivinq layer further comprises a hydrophilic fixing 
aid comprioing a resin diffe^nt from the fixing agent. 




11. The recording sheet accurdinq Lo claim 7, wherein 
the ink-receivinjg / layer further comprises a hydrophilic fixing 
aid comprisiiicr a resin different from the fixing agent. 
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
